can public opinion came when 
Romney returned from a tour of 
the Vietnam war front and re- 
ported he had been "brain- 
washed." He never recovered 
from thlsdisclosureof Indecision 
—a fatal defect In a man bidding 
for the highest office in the land.

Whitebeck Is 
Challenged 
by Rockefeller

LITTLE ROCK (AP)-Frank 


Whitbeck, the Uttle Rock in- 
surance executive who appears 
to be the front-runner for the 
Democratic gubernatorial nom- 
ination this summer, was chal- 
lenged by Gov. Wlnthrop Rocke- 
feller recently to explain how 
Arkansas could get along with- 
out a tax increase. 


Whitbeck dkln't respond to 


the challenge, because he al- 
ready had suggested eight ways 
to raise money for the state 
without Increasing Its tax rate. 
! Writing In Democratic Hori- 
zons, a magazine published by 
'the Democrats for Arkansas, 
Whitbeck said at least a week 
before Rockefeller threw down 
the 
gauntlet 
that 
what 
was 


-heeded was an equalization of 


assessments; better 
of the state Income 


tax; a more equitable collection 
of the tobacco anil sales taxes; 
having utilities assess their 
properties at full value; discon- 
tinuance of sales tax credits; 
additional interest earnings on 
state 
bank deposits; 
a more 


equitable collection of sever- 
ance taxes, and an increase in 
the state's share of profits from 
Oaklawn Park at Hot Springs. 


Whitbeck, who is expected to 


announce 
his candidacy this 


month, has been talking about 
these approaches in speeches 
all over the state. In fact, It 
was a speech he made at a 
Chamber of Commerce banquet 
at Manila Feb. 24 that touched 
off Rockefeller's remarks. 


Whitbeck said Arkansas had 


every "kind, shape and size" of 
tax it needed. Rockefeller Indi- 
cated Feb. 26 that he thought 
Whitbeck's comments were "Ir- 
responsible." He said the state 
had to have additional revenues. 


Whitbeck agrees that there is 


a need for more money, and, 
like most Democratic members 


of 
the state legislature, he 


thinks the additional revenue Is 
needed because Rockefeller has 
shown "fiscal Irresponsibility." 


But he says that the know- 


ledge he gained as a member 
of the state Economic Expan* 
slon Study Commission In 1963- 
65 convinced him that tax rates 
shouldn't be raised. 


"It Is time to get tough with 


government budgets," he wrote 
in Democratic Horizons. "It is 
time to wring the water out of 
every 
proposed 
expenditure, 


short of curtailing vital services 
to the public." 


On the equalization of proper- 


ty assessments, he said, "There 
Is such an Imbalance in assess- 
ments In most sections of Ar- 
kansas as to be embarrassing 
to those who make inquiry." 


He said he had found expen- 


sive farm land assessed at less 
tlian $25 an acre and some 
downtown properties assessed 
far below the proportionate as- 
sessment on residential proper- 
ties. 


"With certain real estate and 


equipment depreciation sched- 
ules', It Is possible for a wealthy 
taxpayer 
to escape the pay- 


ment of Income taxes," Whit- 
beck wrote. "Big people can do 
this. The ordinary citizen or 
working man cannot. So who 
gets soaked?" 


Cigarette distributors are giv- 


en a six per cent discount on 
cigarette taxes for affixing tax 
stamps to cigarette packages. 
The percentage wasn't changed 
when cigarette taxes were In- 
creased from six cents to eight 
cents a pack, which means tho 
distributors are getting more 
money, even though they theo- 
retically are affixing the same 
number of tax stamps. 


"The 
amount given to the 


wholesaler should be reduced 
from 6 per cent of the total lax 
to 3 per cent," Whitbeck said. 
"This would save the state sev-

LEBANON, 
N.H. (AP) - 


With Gov. George Romney out 
of the New Hampshire presiden- 
tial primary, Richard M. Nixon 
is endeavoring to depict the 
election as a contest between 
himself and President Johnson. 


Nixon closed a speech to a 


large audience in Lebanon by 
saying: 


"Go forth from this room and 


show that Now Hampshire says 
that It's time for Lyndon John- 
son to go back to Texas and that 
as Now Hampshire goes, so 
goes the nation." 


The audience exploded with 


applause. 


Earlier, Nixon referred Indi- 


rectly to Romney's withdrawal 
by saying, "Your votes still 
matter." He told the crowd, 
"The voters of the nation will be 
looking to New Hampshire, and 
the size of the vote on the Re- 
publican side will be measured 
against the size of the vote on 
the Democratic side." 


Nixon tokl a reporter after the 


speech, "To a certain extent, 
considering the registration, the 
New Hampshire primary can be 
considered an approval or dis- 
approval of the Johnson admin- 
istration."

Nixon returned to the theme 


of a Nixon- Johnson contest in an 
interview with a radio station in 
nearby Hanover, the site of 
Dartmouth College, He remind- 
ed the station's listeners that he 
carried New Hampshire in 1960 
and that Johnson won the state 
In 1964. Then he said: 


"In 1968, it will be very inter- 


esting to see whether Nixon or 
Johnson gets the bigger vote, 
Johnson running against Sen. 
(Eugene) 
McCarthy, who will 


not, 1 think, make too signifi- 
cant a showing. And my running 
against Gov. (Nelson) Rockefel- 
ler, assuming his write-in does 
materialize." 


A group of Rockefeller's sup- 


porters nave banded together to 
get the New York governor a 
write-in vote in the March 12 
primary in New Hampshire. 
Nixon has estimated that it may 
amount to 20 to 25 per cent of 
the total GOP vote in the presi- 
dential preference side of the 
ballot.
